On 
the lower part of the Illinois he garrifon- 
ed a fort called Crevecour ; and he fent 
father Hennepin down the Mifhfippi un. 
tl he reached the ocean. In 1682, M. 
la Sale and M. Jonti went down the river 
with fixty men, named the country Loui- 
fiana, built a fore in.the Chickilaw ter- 
ritory, 60 leagues’ below the Ohio, by 
the name of Prudhomme; M. Ta Sale 
then returned to France.. 


government entering with ardour, into

to fea, placed under his ‘direction four 
tales; with menm and Rores. > He ‘failed 
in 16843 but mifing the mouth of -the 
Miffiippi, landed-on: the r8th of Febru- 
ary in the Bay of St. Bernard.

The moft intelligent profeffional men 
differ fo much in opinion refpecting the 
probability’ of invafion, that it 1s only 
difpaffionately cambining the matter re- 
lated hy each, that any thing like judg- 
ment can be formed—Some of our- firft 
naval authorities on the ‘coaft fo late as 
tat. Vhuriday, exprefled- their decided 
belief, that if Fuonaparte was ever feri- 
ous in his threats (which they conceived 
were merely intended to involve us in 
heavy expence and by exciting apprehen- 
fions for internal fafety, prevent aur de

United States Frigate Congress, 

Gibraltar Bay, Auguft 3° 1804. 

SIR, 

„I have the honor to “inform you that 
T have this inftant arrived' here with-the 
Congrefs and Effex dire&t from Tangier, 
from which place I failed on the 27th 
inft. . Tne paflage has been long owing 
toa ftrong Levant gale which lalted from 
the night of the 27th until the morning 

of the 29th, and drove us through the 
Straits into the Atlantic. 

In my lat communication dated Tan- 
gier Bay, 17th inft. [informed you off 
Commodore -Birron’s* having fent the 
Congrefs and Effex om this coualt, in con- 


fequence-of advices received from Mr. 


Simpfon, our conful at Tangier, of my 
intention to leave the Effex tg watch the 
conduct of two galleys at that place, and 


‘of my proceeding immediately 2o Salle 


to inform my(elf of the movements, ‘and 


if poflible, of the intentions of the em- 


peror’s three fhips mentioned in Mr. 
Simpfon’s c mmunication toconmnodore 
Barron, copies of which the latter gen- 
tleman has torwarded to you: I did fo 
and arrived and anchored® before Salle 
onthe 20th (taking Arztila, Mamora and 
Larache in my rodt) where I found the 
three fhips in queftion, and to all ap 
pearance nearly ready for fea...

On my 
return again to Tangier I made the ufu- 
al fignal-to communicate with our con- 

ful, andin an hour after had the plcae 
fure of receiving advices from him cor- 
robarating my own opinion, “ that what. 

ever grounds there might have been for 
fufpicion, that they were fo far removed 
as to admit of one of the fhips leaving 
this coait.”* Two days after I left Tan- 

gier for Salle, the two galleys which-the 
Effex was left to watch, failed, and one 
of them were boarded by her in fight of 
Tangier. This circumltance ferves to 
prove that they had no orders to capture 
American veflcls,or they certainly would 
not have gone to fea while the effex-was 
in fight.

This day at 12 o'clock the prefident of 
the United States delivered the follow. 
ing Meflage to both houfes of ‘congrefs : 
To the Senate, and. House of Representa 

tives of the United States. 

TO a people, fellow-citizens,; who 
Gincerely defire the happinefs and prol- 
perity of other nations; to thofe who 
juftly calculate that their own well being 


is advanced:by thatof the nations with. 


which they have intercourfe, it willbe a 
fatisfaQion to obferve that the war, 
which was lighted up in Europe a little 
before our lalt meeting, has not yet ex- 
tended its flames to other nations, nor 
been marked by the calamities which 
fometimes ftain the foot‘teps of war.— 


| The irregularities toe on the ocean,which

- While noticing the irregularities com- 
mitted on the ocean by others, thofe on 
our own part fhould not be omicted, nor 
left unprovided for.

In the diftii&t.of Louifiana it has been 
thought belt to adapt the divifion into 
fubordinate diftrits which had been ef- 
tablifhed under its former government. 
Thefe-being five in number, a command- 
ing officer has been appointed to each, 
according to the provifions of the law, 


and {o:foon:as they can be at their fta- 


tions, that diftridt will-alfo bein its due 
ftate-of organization. In the meantime 
their places are fupplied by the officers 
before commanding there, and the 
functions of the governor and judges of 
Indiana’ having commenced, the govern- 
ment, we prefume, is proceeding in its 
new form. The lead ‘mines in that dif 


trict offer fo rich a fupply of that metal 


as to merit attention. - The. report now 
communicated will inform you of their 
tate; and of the neceflity of immediate 
enquiry into their occupation: and titles. 


With the Indian titles eltablifhed+ 


within our newly acquired limits, I have 
deemed it neceflary to open conferences 
for the. purpofe of eftablifhing a zood 
underitanding and : neighborly relations 
berween, So far as we have yet learned, 

we have reafon to believe that their cif 

pofitions -are generally favorable and 
triendly.. And, with thefe difpofitions 
on their part, we have in aur owi hands 
means which cannot fail us, for prefery- 

ing their peace-and friendfhip. By pur- 
fuing:a uniform courfe of jultice towards 
them, by aiding them imall thei improve- 

ments which may better their condition, 
and efpecially by eftablifhing a commerce 
on terms which {hall be advantageous to 
them, and only uot’ lofing to us, and fo 
regulated as that no incendiaries, of our 
own, or other nations, may be permitted 
to difturd the natural effeéts of our juft 
and friendly offices, we may rendet our- 
felves fo neceffary to their comfort and 
profperity, that the. proteétion of our 
citizens from their diforderly members, 
will become their intereft and thcir.vo- 
luntary care. Inftead therefore of an 
augmentation of military force propor- 
tioned to our extenfion af frontier, I 
propofe a moderate enlargement of the 
capital employed in that commerce.as a 
more effectual, economical, and humane 
intrument for preferving peace. and good 
neighborhood with them. 


On this fide the Mifffippi-an PERS 
ant relinguifhment' of \ native title has
